Dulles told a news conference 
that the United States was pre­ 
pared to guarantee Russia against 
tne possibility of resurgent Ger­ 
man militarism if Germany were 
reunified under free elections. 


BUT. H E A AID. the Russian do. 
mand for a neutralized and de­ 
militarized Germany is worse than 
brutal: it is stupid and unrealistic 
because it eventually might lead 
the Germana to try to play tlie 
Eaet against the West and thereby 
again shatter world peace as it 
did in 1914 and 1939. 
Dulles said he and ortier U S. 
officiate are not engaged in any 
specific negotiations with visiting 
Soviet Deputy Premier Anastas I. 
Mikoyan. But he added that he 
hopes each side is getting a bet­ 
ter understanding of what is really 
m the mind of the other.

King's 
Story,'' of his world wide huck­ 
stering for the Em pire, and Vice 
President Nixon has traveled as 
a salesman of American good 
will. 
But the Soviet Deputy Prem ier 
has opened three different suit­ 
cases during his American visit. 
Their contents fit together as 
niftily as a reassembled machine 
gun. 


SUITCASE ONE contains some 
oblique references to the Soviet 
ascendency in 
space 
missiles. 
These could 
be 
described 
as 
mood-makers. intended to put the 
A merican government and public 
In a buying fram e of mind. It 
has hardly been necessary for 
M r 
Mikoyan to produce 
any 
hand-painted pictures of Sputnik, 
Lunik, atomic aircraft and inter­ 
continental missiles. They are al­ 
ready in the mind's eye oí most 
Americans. 
Suitcase Two holds the omi­ 
nously-ticking infernal machine 
of the Berlin crisis. Krushchev 
has given us till next summer to 
aweat this one out. This may not 
be long enough to unriddle the 
enigm a, but it will give us time 
to kick ourselves several tim es 
around the block when we con­ 
sider how the Berlin im passe 
originated. 


IT OCCURRED BECAUSE our 
trust-Russia policy of 1945 in­ 
cluded the incredible wrong-way 
m oves of (a) withdrawing a vic­ 
torious Army from the capital 
city of our chief enemy, (b> ad­ 
vancing the borders of the Rus­ 
sian Empire to the heart of Eu­ 
rope. Cc) sharing the occupation 
of Berlin with a country we had 
only recognized since 1933 and 
w hich had a working alliance 
w ith Nazi Germany as late as 
1941 and <d> failing to give our­ 
selves easy access to the city we 
had undertaken to occupy. 
Suitcase Three holds the baited 
hook of trade agreem ents with 
Soviet Russia. In order to buy 
anything out of Suitcase Three 
we would have to get ourselves 
In another trust-Russia 
mood, 
despite the evidences 
of Suit­ 


cases One and Two. To buy the 
idea of extensive trade agree­ 
ments with our Cold War ene­ 
my, we would have to make our­ 
selves believe that Sputnik, Lu­ 
nik, atomic aircraft and ICBM’s 
are enviable scientific advances 
by a peace-loving nation and not 
weapons in the hands of a coun­ 
try which for 40 years has been 
trying to revolutionize the world. 


AND TO ENTER into exten­ 
sive com merce with Russia, to 
the extent of expecting contracts 
and bargains to be carried out 
in good faith, we m ust suppose 
that the Bear has changed his 
nature since the last tim e we 
dickered over the disposition of 
Berlin. 
Mikoyan hustles good 
for 
a 
country’ where the governm ent 
is All. He speaks for the m an 
who bosses the space show, the 
diplomacy as well as the indus­ 
trial production. He has Ameri­ 
can bargainers at a shart dis­ 
advantage. 
Our 
government 
spokesmen 
are under public pressure f o r 
"peace” 
and 
under 
pressure 
from the business community in 
general to open all feasible ex- 
port-import’ markets. It is th e 
exceptional business group—and 
a group deserving of 
mention 
and praise—which is able to see 
this Russian salesmanship for 
the deadly hoax that it is.

As government physical head­ 
quarters go. there is really very 
little difference b e t w e e n the 
White House and the Kremlin, 
except for the style of stone and 
steel surrounded by an i r o n 
fence around one and high stone 
wall around the other. 
Inside 
both buildings the head of state 
guides the destiny of millions of 
his people . . . one through good. 
k ^ 
the other through evil. 
But in 
each case it appears tliat o n e 
m an has sole pow er to p u l l 
certaui 
airings w h i c h 
could 
change the w orld tow ard peace 
or crisis. 


THIS LS ONLY partialJy true. 
Fortunately for the world, how­ 
ever, this personal power Is not 
the whole story for either na'ion. 
P resident Eisenhower and Pre- 
'n ic ie r Khrushchev are a most in­ 
fluential force . . . but they are 
not the final force within their 
nations. There are nerve cells 
and h eart 
and principles 
and 
divine spirit in masses of people 
which generate another f o r c e 
within nations 
. . the force of 
dignity and faith inside man and 
his fight to remain free, or to 
be free. 
We have covered the big-news 
Inside the Iron Curtain from the 
rise of Stalin to the rise of Sput­ 
niks . . . for some 27 years. We 
have seen dictators' busts sculp­ 
tured in granite and bronze, and 
after a tim e saw them destroyed 
end 
crumbled before an ava­ 
lanche of human s a c r i f i c e 
against oppression. 


NO DICTATOR HAS ever per- 
m anentiy held his nation down 
in recorded history and probaWy 
none ev er will, no m atter h o w 
m any weapons he has at h i s 
com m and, how many secret po­ 
lice, how many Sputniks, h o w 
m any satellites in the sun. For 
the hum ad 
heart 
is 
inlm tely 
m ore powerful than the weapons 
concocted by the human mind. 
Inside Russia the big news Is 
not just the sword - rattling of 
d e la to r Khrushchev, as s o m e 
sensationalists try to m ake y o u 
believe. It is not just the Com­ 
munist “ threats" to peace . . . 
but 
¿lao 
th t uun-C'oiJuauusU’ 


“ dream s" for peace . . . the sign­ 
posts for freedom over the sen­ 
sationalism of slavery . It is the 
story of 
"CSirietian-faith", 
not 
just "Communist-fanaticism’’ . . 
it is the force of the "Spirit” 
among 150 million Christians, not 
just the force of " S p u t n i k ” 
among 7 million Communists. It 
is the middle road of "hope,” 
not just the hard-road of "hor­ 
ror." 


DURING A LECTURE series 
in Texas recently a prominent 
B a p t i s t minister asked me 
w'hether the Baptists in Moscow 
belonged to Northern or South­ 
ern Baptist Conventions. Such a 
question would be unthinkable in 
Russia, for there is no such tiling 
as denominational Christians as 
we distinguish them in the Cit­ 
ed States. 
The Russian people are asto- 
ished at our emphasis on reli­ 
gious denominations in the U. S. 
They repeatedly ask the ques­ 
tion ' Why should there be some 
200 different Christian faiths in 
America and what is the differ­ 
ence in each one?" This is prob­ 
ably the most em barrassing ques­ 
tion 
from 
Christians 
w h i c h 
comes to our attention inside the 
Iron Curtain. 
As one Russian 
minister put it: "Do you have 
Cburciiiantty or Christianity in 
America?" 


SINCE OUR FIRST coverage 
of Russia in 1931. the population 
has risen from about 150 million 
to some 225 million people. The 
Comm uniat P arty in 1931 num­ 
bered about six million members 
and it is still around six million 
today The reason for this static 
condition of Communist P a r t y 
membership is that t h e Party 
purposely prevents its growth for 
better control. The fear is ever 
present among Party members 
that if they opened their ranks 
for now m em bers, millions of 
Russian people would join just to 
destroy the P arty from within. 


In this 
same 
period 
of 
27 
years, 
Christianity 
has 
grown 
from 125 million Christians 
to 
now over 150 million, principally 
because 
of population growth. 
The Baptist Church, the largest 
Protestant church in R u s s i a , 
prior to Stalin's death in 
1953 
tied less than 700 churches and 
missions throughout Russia . . . 
today it has over 5,000. 


TODAY THERE ARE over 44 
million Moslems in Russia, many 
of whom can be seen five tim es 
duly on their hands and knees 
facing toward Mecca in prayer. 
Rabbi Rubin of the Moscow He­ 
brew synagogue 
told 
us 
that 
tnree additional meeting places 
bad to be arranged to take care 
of the overflow of tlie Hebrew 
faithful. Tlie missions of the Sev­ 
enth Day Adventists, Mormons, 
Unitarians. Quakers are mush­ 
rooming all over the Iron Cur­ 
tain. 
The A n g l i c a n 
(Episcopal) 
Church under Bishop Jones, who 
commutes between Finland and 
Russia, is 
growing 
constantly, 
we learn with each of our as­ 
signments 
inside 
the 
U.S.S.R. 
The Catholic Church is the only 
church 
which has 
n d shown 
much of an increase in recent 
years. This is because the Ca­ 
tholics have been the most mili­ 
tant against Communist atheism 
a n d therefore the recipients of 
the greatest persecution of a n y 
faith from the Communists 
Perhaps a parting rem ark of 
o Catholic friend at the K i e v 
airport, as we were boarding a 
Soviet plane for Budapest, sums 
up the thinking of our Christian 
friends in Russia. In front of tlie 
customs door he leaned over and 
whsipered in my ear: "Isn’t it 
about tim e that we with faith 
. 
. Catholic. Protestant 
Jew, 
Muslim . . . soft-pedal our reli­ 
gious differences and close our 
spiritual ranks against our com­ 
mon enemy . , . Communist* 
atheism.”

Besides, there is the Russian 
record for breaking the price 
structure of Free World goods, 
lately illustrated in the alumi­ 
num field. Passing any Ameri­ 
can technological advantage to 
the Soviet Union would hand that 
country "a very effective way 
of undermining our profit econ­ 
omy.” 


SOON RUSSIA would be ex­ 
porting chemical products into 
Free World m arkets. "No Amer­ 
ican corporation or company or 
group of companies could pos­ 
sibly com pete with Russia. 
Finally, chemicals are a spe­ 
cial case, and Khrushchev's nak­ 
ed offer to buy complete chem i­ 
cal plants is a giveaway in it­ 
self. For built into every chem i­ 
cal plant "is necessarily t h e 
technological 
knowledge 
a n d 
know-how" which the Russians 
are so anxious to obtain. 
The nutshell version of 
the 
Hull statem ent is: "You Can't 
Do Business with Russia." 
If 
we need a White Paper on tra d ­ 
ing with the Soviet, go no fur­ 
ther. This is it.

There are all manner of signs 
along the roadside but the im­ 
portant ones are those put there 
by the police and highway de­ 
partm ents. 
If you read and heed you may 
save yourself considerable money 
during the year. 


TAKE, FOR INSTANCE, these 
signs around town — " S p e e d 
Checked by R adar." 
Up to t h i s writing, I am in­ 
formed that no driver has yet 
been given a speed ticket as re­ 
sult of bing spotted by radar 
But the salutary effect of the 
equipment 
has 
already 
been 
noted. 


SGT. ROBERT YOUNG of the 
PSPD traffic division, said the 
o t h e r day that Villagers and 
visitors 
apparently 
believe 
in 
signs. 
Traffic officers, he said, have 
reported a decided decline in 
speeding tickets since the city 
purchased the radar equipment 
and put up those signs. 
Well, it figures. Motorists are 
most likely of the opinion that 
you can argue with a m otor of­ 
ficer but you can't talk radar 
out of a ticket. 


OTHER SIGNS, recently in­ 
stalled. should also be heeded to 
avoid trouble, not monetary but 
m ore serious. 
These signs are on Indian Ave­ 
nue, north of the city limits and 
warn motorists that the stretch 
ahead is subject to sandstorm s 
and flash floods. 
These signs have

installed a large m etal pipe and 
covered it up again.

week's storm. 


ANOTHER SIGN you may soon 
see here, duplicated in various 
parts of town, will seek to end 
the noise nuisance. 
It will ask m otorists to "please 
avoid unnecessary sounding of 
automobile horns.” 
Many cities now have laws im ­ 
posing fines for use of auto horns 
except in the case of emergency. 
These cities sock the im pa­ 
tient driver who honks lustily 
in every traffic jam .

(Sec. 671 > and Chief of Police A. 
G. Kettmann plans 
to 
confer 
with city officials on similar ac­ 
tion here.

THE ABALONE cam e In tough 
os a boot. They sliced it down 
here on the wharf. And Japanese 
women beat them with wooden 
m allets until they were tender. 
The tap-tap-tap of the abalone 
m allets was one of the fam iliar 
zounds of Monterey. Like t h e 
cannery whistles that blew in the 
early morning, letting the town 
know that a big sardine catch

Eisner's Report 
Land Use Plan 
Studied by City 


Members oí the Palm Springs 
City Council and Pianning Com­ 
mission have taken a look at the 
preliminary land use plan for the 
City of Palm Springs, and with a 
few minor corrections believe that 
special planning consultant Simon 
Eisner has come up wiht a "pret­ 
ty fair plan to work with.” 
The land use plan covers all the 
territory within the city limits, 
and includes the vital Section 14 
area, which has been a subject 
of "top priority" for many months 


IN THE PLAN. E i s n e r has 
pointed out the necessity of cer­ 
tain green belts, in the form of 
goll courses and recreation areas 
next to proposed school s i t e s , 
commercial 
use 
land 
increase, 
and a series of neighborhood sliop 
pins centers in the outlying areas 
of town 
Although the spotting of the golf 
courses are not specifid. the gen­ 
eral areas areexpecte d to hold.
